DEWEY RAISES 
IS SUE WITH TAFT 
ONARMY TRAINING 


Senator on Record 
Against. Universal Plan 


Which. Governor In- 
dorsed in Speech. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 290 (AP)— 
The. question of compulsory mil! 
tary training put Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey of New York and Senator 
Robert A. Taft (Rep.), Ohio, on 
opposite gides of a potential 1948 
campaign issue today. 

Although neither has announced 
openly for the Republican presi- 
dential nomination, both have 
been going through all the cus- 
tomary motions, but, until yester- 


day, without a clear-cut difference 
of political opinion. 

Then Dewey, in an address be- 
fore the American Legion conven- 
tion-at New York, declared that 
he ig solidly behind/the organiza- 
tion’s drive for universal military 
training. 

Taft, taking a five-week Cang- 
dian vacation in advance of a 
scheduled western tour that will 
largely parallel one made by 
Dewey earlier this summer, long 
has been an opponent of compul- 
sory training in peace time. His 
offiee aids today said he still is 
“vigorously and completely op- 
posed” to any such program. 

Politicians generally thought 
that Taft had Dewey in mind last 
month when he called for a “frank 
discussion” by Republicans of “the 
issues before the country.“ 

Dewey at the time was winding 
up his western trip, during which 
he remained silént on major po- 
litical developments. ‘ 
By his espousal of universal 
training yesterday, the 1944 G. O. P. 
nominee sided “with President 
Truman and disagreed with Taft 
in a single stroke. 

Truman, in a message to the 
Legion convention, said that peace- 
time military training is needed 
“against the possibility of total 
war,” 

In most of his messages the 
President has been urging con- 
gressional approval of a military 
training plan to replace the war- 
time draft. His training recom- 
mendations have been cooly re- 
ceived to date except for a favor- 
able teport by the House Armed 
Services Committee in the final 
days of the recent session. 

In his address Dewey prafsed 
the Legion for its continued fight

Doctor From India 
Tells of Peculiarities of 
Malady There. 


Cancer specialists from all over 
the worid were beginning to ar- 
rive in St. Louis today for sessions 
of the Fourth International Can- 
cer Research Congress, which 
meets at Hotel Jefferson from 
next Tuesday through the follow- 
ing Sunday. More than 200 sei- 
entists from 43 countries are ex- 
pected to attend. 

Eariy arrivals were spending 
most of the day visiting labora- 
tories at Washington University 
end St. Louis University Medical 
Schools, and Barnard Free Skin 
and Cancer Hospital. Dr. E. v. 
Cowdry, president of the con- 
gress, is professor of anatomy at 


Washington University and direc- 
tor of research at Barnard Hos- 
pital. * 

One of the first to arrive was 
Dr. V. R. Khanolkar, director of 
the laboratory of Tata Memorial 
Hospital, Bombay, India. He told 
reporters that statistical studies 
of patients at the hospital, a can- 
cer hospital, show marked differ- 
ences in the portions of the human 
body in which different groups of 
indians contract cancer. 

Field for Group Study. 

He pointed out that India is a 
fertile field for the study of can- 
cer in man because of the large 
numbers of racial and religious 
groups there who do not inter- 
marry, who eat different foods, 
and have virtually no contact 
With one another, The Parsis, for 
example, are a relatively small 
group of Zoroastrian descendants 
of Persian refugees who have 
lived without much contact with 
other groups for at least 1000 
years, he said. 

Studying about 10,000 patients at 
the bospital since the institution 
was established in 1941, Dr. Kha- 
Holkar separated them into Mos- 
lems. Parsis, Hindu business men 
and commercial classes, and Hindu 
formers. He found that the inci- 
dence of cancer of the cheek and 
eancer of the breast varies be- 
tween each group. 

Between the two Hindu groups, 
he reported, there is a sharp dif- 
ference in the incidence of can- 
cer of the cheek and cancer of 
the back of the tongue. The in- 
cidence of the two kinds of can- 
cer among Moslems lies between 
the two Hindu groups, he said. 
Dr. Khanolkar does not know 
the reason for the variation. He 

however, that it might 
have something to do with dietary 
differences. 
lip Cancer Rare in India. 

Dr. reported, further- 
Tore, that Indians as a whole are 
likely to contract cancer in dif- 
fercnt portions of their bodies 
than Americans. While the in- 
cidence of cancer of all kinds is 
“about the same in Bombay as in 
New York, cancer of the lip? a 
major portion of the total for New 
Yorkers, is rare in Bombay. 

Dr. Khanolkar was educated at 
the University of London and 
studied for a year at New York's 
cancer hospital, Memorial Hos- 
pital, the year before the Tata 
Hospital was established. He will 
present the results of his statisti- 
cal studies and of experiments on 
mammary cancer in mice at sev- 
eral sessions of the congress. 

The congress, sponsored by the 
American Association for Cancer 
Research and the Union Interna- 
tionale Contre le Cancer, will be 
the first full-scale international 
conference on cancer since the 
last congress in 1939 in Atlantic 
City, N.. 

It will give cancer specialists 
their first opportunity to bring 
each other up to date on recent 
developments in cancer research 
and therapy since the war began 
in 1939. 

A principal topic to be dis- 
cussed will be applications to can- 
cer research and therapy of the 
research which produced the 
atomic bomb.

Advanced by St. Louisan. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 29 (AP)— 
The theory that a form of protein 
in living cells may both hold the 
secret of why human beings grow 
old and play a role in the devel- 
opment of cancer Was advanced 


today by Prof. Albert I. Lansing 
of St. Louis. 

Lansing believes there is some 
regulating mechanism in cells— 
“presumably a protein”—which 
controls the way in which the 
cells utilize the element calcium. 
In old age, he said, the amount 
of calcium in the cells increases. 
In cancer, conversely, there is 
very little calcium in the malig- 
nant cells. 

Writing in the scientific jour- 
nal “Science,” Lansing advanced 
these theories: 

In the normal process of living, 
the regulating protein controls 
the steady intake of calcium into 
the cells until full growth of the 
body is reached. Then, the mech- 
anism is altered in such a way 
that the calcium intake is in- 
creased—and the aging process 
begins. 

It has been found in animal and 
plant experiments, he said, that 
withholding of calcium, or remov- 
al of it from cells, extends the 
period of growth and therefore in- 
creases the total life span. 

On the other hand, he said, can- 
cerous growth is an unlimited 
thing. And it may be that such 
a growth is associ@ted with some 
alteration of the regulator protein 
which causes a decrease in the 
absorption or “binding” of calcium 
within the cells. Under such con- 
ditions, he theorized, there would 
be no limit on the growth. 

Lansing did not attempt in his 
report to answer such questions 
as whether a controlled low diet 
of calcium would enable people to 
live longer, or whether it would 
be possible to treat cancer pa- 
tients with some form of calcium. 


Lansing is an assistant professor 
of anatomy at Washington Uni- 
versity and is on the staff of 


Barnard Free Skin and Cancer 
Hospital. He lives at 6118 Louisi- 
ana avenue.

MO. PAC, REORGANIZATION 
PLAN APPROVED ON APPEAL 


An order by United States Dis- 
trict Judge George: H. Moore, ap- 
proving the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road reorganization plan, was af- 
firmed by the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals in an opin- 
ion handed down here yesterday. 
This action was on an objection 
to Judge Moor’s order by An- 
drew W. Comstock of Chicago, a 
former Missouri Pacific director 
of a minority group, who peti- 
tioned in behalf of himself and 
others holding $900,000 in Missouri 
Pacific bonds. . 

Comstock’s objection dealt with 
an old controversy over inter- 
company claims of $10,565,000 by 
Missouri Pacific against a sub- 
sidiary. New Orleans, Texas & 
Mexico Railroad, for development 
of the Gulf Coast Lines. The ob- 
jection was on the. ground that 
this claim, allowed by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, 
constituted mismanagement. 

The appellate court declared 
there was no dereliction of duty 
by the trustees for the respective 
roads and no error in Judge 
Moore's findings against Comstock, 
Tne opinion was by Judge Joseph 
W. Woodrough, with Judges Arch- 
ibald K. Gardner and Seth Thom- 
as concurring. Missouri Pacific 
security holders now are balloting 
on the reorganization plan, with 
the dominant interest, Robert R. 
Young’s Alleghany Corp., urging 
rejection in favor of a new pro- 
posal it has made. 


PAID TO FARMERS FOR MILK 


Increases ranging from 10 to 25 
cents a hundredweight in the pre- 
mium price St. Louis dairies now 
pay farmers for milk have been 
ordered effective Monday by the 
Secretary of Agriculture, Fred L. 
Shipley, market administrator, an- 
nounced today. 

The premium price for Class I 
(bottled) milk had averaged about 
80 cents a hundredweight. It is 
paid to farmers, in addition to the 
base price, which varies seasonal- 
ly, as compensation for the addi- 
tional costs to them of preparing 
milk so it will meet the standards 
of the St. Louis sanitary milk or- 
dinance. 

The order announcing. the ad- 
vance was based on testimony at 
a public hearing here last July 17 
and 18. at which farmers’ groups 
asked for the increase, opposed by 
the dairies, which contended at 
the time that it would increase 
their costs an average of a 8. 
of a cent a quart. No increases 
in retail prices were announced 
today, however.

BARRACKS SCHUOL 
DISTRICT AGREEMENT 


County to Combine With St. 
Louis in Temporary 
Arrangement. 


St. Louis county has agreed to 
form a school district at the Jef- 
ferson Barracks housing area to 
combine temporarily with the St. 
Louis Board of Education for edu- 
cational purposes, Milton M. Kin- 
sey, president of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service, announced following a 
meeting with representatives of 
the County and the Federal Pub- 
lic Housing Administration yes- 
terday. ; 

This agreement, following a rul- 
ling as to its legality by the At- 
torney General's office in Jeffer- 
son City, will enable children of 
school age living at the Barracks 
housing area to attend St. Louis 
public schools, Kinsey said. 


Superintendent of Instruction 
Philip J. Hickey said the children 
will be admitted to St. Louis 
schools on temporary permits for 
a five-week period beginning 
Tuesday, but that the new school 
district, when ‘ormed, would be 
billed for the students’ tuition. 
Tuition charges to.the district will 
be $75 a year for elementary 
school pupils and $160 for high 
school students, Hickey said. 

The five-week period, Hickey 
said, is designed to allow the 
County time to form the school 
district. Once formed, he said, 
the district would be eligible for 
state aid to help defray tuition 
costs of students in St. Louis 
schools. 

Kinsey said the city would fur- 
nish streetcar passes for students 
attending the city schools. The 
Board of Education was unable to 
furnish transportation since it has 
no state funds for this purpose, 
Hickey said. 

Kinsey said that FPHA repre- 
sentatives had agreed to make 
some funds available from Bar- 
racks rentals to help defray 
tuition charges but that exact de- 
tails of the FPHA proposal re- 
mained to be worked out. 

Census figures indicate, Kinsey 
said, that a total of 421 children 
of grade school age are living 
within the area of the proposed 
school district. Of these, 222 are 
Catholic and 52 are Lutheran and 
may be expected to attend their 
own private schools. Of the 44 
children of high school age, 18 
are Catholic, he said. 

Elementary schools to be made 
available in St. Louis include 
Virginia, 6134 Virginia avenue; 
Carondelet, 8221 Minnesota ave- 
nue; Woodward, 725 Bellerive 
boulevard, and Lyon, 7417 Ver- 
mont avenue. Two others, Long, 
5028 Morganford road, and Gar- 
denville, 6651 Gravois avenue, will

Held Up By French.

TRAFFIC DEATHS UP IN JULY

The council said that July traffic 
deaths totaled 2750, an increase 
of 8 per cent over July 1946. It 
was the third straight month that 
the death toll increased.

The death toll for the first seven 
months continued to run lower 
than last year, however. At the

“I had already put that very 
policy into effect,” he said. “When 
i came here, anybody could use 
the strap, Without creating an 
institutional disturbance, I made 
it a rule that every case of 
corporal punishment would have 
to get my OK first. But I did it 
by personal discussion, not by 
sending out a memo. When I read 
the board’s memo to the company 
officers; some of them jumped up 
and began to yell, ‘let them come 
over here and try.to run things if 
they know so much.’ 

“The intent was good, but the 
board’g method was faulty. It was 
a result of inexperience. You can 
have your head in the clouds, but 
vou have to keep your feet on 
the ground. I don't say the board 
members and the director are in- 
capable, but I do think they 
should take time to orient them- 
selves, and if they did that, they’d 
be a lot more realistic. 

Boys Found Out. 

“I might add that the boys got 
wind of the board’s memorandum, 
and this helped undermine disci- 
pline here. If you let boys know 
the officers are without authority, 
you get chaos, That has been the 
tendency.” 

In appealing for more state 
funds, the board’s director last 
April toid the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee the Boonville in- 
stitution was “still one of the 
worst training schools in the 
United States.” The Rev. Mr.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 29 
(AP)—Approval of a new contract 
providing wage increases o* 
$2.93 to $3.58 a day was voted by 
the Progressive Mine Workers of 
America in a referendum Aug. 19, 
union president John McCann an- 
nounced yesterday.

Camplaint About Board.

Landrigan objected to an 
NLRB order issued last Thursday, 
a few hours before the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act went into effect. 

Landrigan’s union won a collec- 
tive bargaining election at the 
Harrison and Jersey City (N.J.) 
plarits of the Radio Corporation of 
America in August 1945. The CIO 
United Electrical Workers charged 
the company with unfair labor 
practices because R.C.A. announced 
it had decjded to recognize the 
independent union a few weeks be- 
fore the election was &cheduled. 
The NLRB voted 2-1 last Thurs | 
day to uphold the CIO union 
complaint. It ordered the electién 
set aside and directed the com- 
pany to cease recognizing the in- 
dependent union and giving effect 
to the contract it had signed with 
it in July, 1945. 

Landrigah came here yesterday 
to request Robert N. Denham, 
NLRB general counsel, to inter- 
vene in the case. Denham told 
him that as the case was decided 
by the board prior to Aug. 22 it is 
out of his jurisdiction. ‘ 

Landrigan then went to Hart- 
ley. Hartley called the board’s ac- 
tion “an atrocious decision.” 

“The board has made a decision 
which will react to the benefit of 
a union not complying with, the 
law,” Hartley said. “I have re- 
quested the board to give the CIO 
15 or 20 days to obey the law or 
dismiss the case.

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URGES WORLD BODY 
TO STOP AGGRESSION 


Student Federalists’ Speaker 
Says Unit Must Be Set Up 
Soon to Avoid War. 


A world government with the 
power to prevent * must 
be set up within next few 
years if we are to avoid the catas- 
trophe of World War III, Alan 
Green, New York advertising 
man, said here last night. 

Green addressed a dinner meet- 
ing of the student institute of 
United World Federalists, held 
this wek at the Downtown 
T. M. C. A., 1528 “ocust street, with 
students from the East and Mid- 
west in attendance. 

J realize that that would be a 
very primitive form of govern- 
ment,” Green said. “Bventually 
the people would see the benefits |, 
to be derived from extending its 
powers into economic, political, 
social and cultural fields. That, 
however, is a millennium — the 
people are not yet ready for it. 

“But we must set up a world 
government with the power to 
prevent war. We haven't the time 
to develop anything else. I would 
say that we have no more than 
10 years to organize means of pre- 
venting war through an organi- 
zation with power to control ar- 
mament production, bar illegal 
crossings of national borders and 
whatever else is needed to keep 
war from breaking out.” 

Establishment of a world gov- 
ernment with limited powers 


would be but an extension of the 


present American system of gov- 
ernment, which gives to cities the 
power to issue building permits, 
to states. the power to punish 
burglars and to the Federal Gov- 
ernment the power to regulate 


tariffs, Green asserted, 

The powers of a world govern- 
ment must be limited at this time 
to prevention of war because the 
nations are not ready for more 
than that, Green said. Russia 
would be fearful of a world “gov- 
ernment with power to legislate 
on economic matters, because it 
might outlaw Communism, Green 
said, while the United States 
might be fearful that a world 

ng to the left would result in 
outlawing of capitalism. 

Green addressed the group 
again this morning, giving the 
students an advertising man’s 
viewpoint on how to “sell” the 
idea of world government. 

Also on the program today, 
concluding the five-day session, 
were a roundtable discussion by 
four students on plans for 1948 
and a luncheon at which speak- 
ers were Frederick R. Von Win- 
degger, president of the Plaza 
Bank and a member of the na- 
tional executive council of Unit-

A Defense of Niemoeller 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
In your editorial, Note on Martin 
Niemoelier,” you say that in view of his 
many public appearances under church 
auspices it seems to be “worth wide- 
spread notice” that the German Society 
for Victima of the Nazi Regime has new 
findings disclosing that Pastor Niemoel- 
ler had supported the Nazi party as 
early as 1924. 

Why do you consider that worthy of 
widespread notice? Did you think that 
the sponsoring church groups didn't 
know that? They knew that from his 
own lips, American church groups 
hailed Pastor Niemoeller as a champion 
mot because he was among the first to 
discern the absolute contradiction be- 
tween National Socialism with its deifi- 
cation of the state, but because he did 
discern the absolute contradiction be- 
tween the Christian religion and the re- 
ligion of “blood and soil” which claims 
for Caesar the things that belong to Gpd. 
He did go to prison, and he did enunci- 
ate the truth which caused Hitler to 
recognize in him an irreconcilable foe 
when he said “God is my Fuehrer.” 

Although Niemoeller discerned the 
meaning of Nazism too late to bring suf- 
Ticient force to bear against it to pre- 
vent its rise, he does epitomize for this 
hour of history the irreconcilable con- 
flict between a sovereign God and the 
claims of a totalitarian state, and in 
that conflict Pastor Niemoeller acquitted 
himéelf nobly. 

That he did not discern the true na- 
ture of National Socialism back in 1924

The, report of the United States Bureau of 
‘Mines on the cause of the explosion at the Old 
Ben Coal Mine at West Frankfort, III., is a 
blunt rebuke to Gov. Dwight Green’s nominally 
reconstituted State Department of Mines. 

Harold L. Walker, the new director of the 
Illinois Department of Mines, termed the explo- 
sion, which killed 27 miners, “not man-made, 
but an Act of God.” He praised the Old Ben 
as a “model mine,” adding with fatuous resigna- 
tion shat “there will always be a few explosions 


that cannot be prevented.” 


In- contrast to this glaring whitewash, the 

United States Bureau of Mines attributes the 
fatal explosion to “extremely dangerous” prac- 
tices, which it lists in detail and tells how to 
avoid. The responsibility, by clear inference, 
rests upon the mine owners, the negligent and 
inefficient State Department of Mines—and on 
union officials who had not insisted with suf- 
ficient urgency upon proper safeguards for the 
lives of their men. 
“The Bureau of Mines concludes that gas had 
escaped from vast abandoned workings,” 
which were neither sealed off nor ventilated, 
and made its way to the working face, or that 
gas had accumulated at the working face 
through an extended disruption of the ventilat- 
ing current. ; 

State Director Walker had nen 
agreed with the mine operators that it was 
“uneconomic” to ventilate or seal off the aban- 
doned tunnels. But the federal report says: 
“Abandoned workings should be ventilated 


„ properly and. inspected frequently, or they

Russia's ‘rejection of the United States’ pro- 
posal to let the Koreans decide their own form 
of government in a free election was to have 
been expected. Russia is willing for Korean 
Communists to hand-pick a Communist Govern- 
ment for Korea, but it is not willing to agree 
to anything else. : 

‘The impasse in Korea has apparently settled 

to the question of which side can sit the

Everything But Rain

But all soils of this region are not the 


‘game. Some are low risk and can, be 
farmed safely. Others are high risk, and 
stripping protécting cover of sod from such 
lands is a dangerous gamble at any time, 
dangerous to the land itself and to better 
lands around it i 

Altogether, something approaching 4,000,- 
000 acres of land have been broken out in 
the Great Plains, mostly in the past two 
years. A good share of that land, fully 
half of it, according to estimates, is, high- 
risk land, 
It doesn't quite male sense to one who 
remembers 25-cent wheat and the Dust 
Bowl. In fact, the only basis on which it 
adds up is in quick profits, which may 
turn out to be a costly illusion and the 
most expensive profits ever made. 


At Home. Elsewhere 


Spearheading the plow-up drive has been 
the suitcase farmer. This type doesn’t live 
in the community where he puts in a crop, 
His home base may be a nice big house in 
Denver, Kansas City, Wichita or some 
other city or town, 
or California. 0 


Some prefer Florida 


The suitcaser farms on the fly, coming 
to his plaina lands only at planting time 


in the fall and again for harvest and plow- 
ing in a brief summer interlude. 

The hunt for land—any land—has - 
come so frantic that the Government is 
being pressured from many angles to sell 
its land-utilization projects scattered 
through the plains. 

Just 10 years ago the lands in these 
projects were bought by the Government 
because they were the source of much of 


* 


These lands were so poor and 
so devastat that individual farmers no 
longer could control them. 


Altogether, the Federal Government ac- 
quired some 9,000,000 acres of such land 
through the plains. Grass cover had been 
restored on 2,000,000 of these drouthy acres, 
600,000 by reseeding, and tHe balance by 
natural revegetation, hastened by controlled 
grazing. 

The land itself is vital, but sot} conserva- 
tion alone is not the only reason for grave 
worry over the plow-up of the plains. There 
is an economic side as well, and what is 
happening could easily spark a farm de- 
pression, 


Exports cannot be forecast any more cer- 
tainly than yields, but the signs point to a 
smaller demand for our wheat a d, once 
the present food crisis in Europe has been 
alleviated. 


If Surpluses Pile Up 


What are we going to do if the wet- 
weather cycle continues for several more 
years over the plains, and we harvest sev~- 
eral more bumper crops and begin to pile 
up surpluses? 

Theoretically, we could have a free mar- 
ket price with no controls—although ac- 
_ tually the Government is committted to 


the dust. 


“support of the price at 90 per cent of par- 


ity until Dec, 31, 1948. For argument’s 
sake, we might think back to 1929 when 
what now looks like a small surplus ap- 
peared and prices dropped from $1.03 to 67 
cents a bushel, and on down to 38 cents 
in 1982. We certainly don't want that kind 
of answer again, 

Or would we have to go back to stringent 
acreage control with marketing quotas, 
perhaps even excluding recently plowed-up 
wildcat acreage? Certainly the Govern- 
ment cannot for long support the price 
near parity, ff production in the meantime 
runs wild. 


A Brighter Picture 


If, on the other hand, the plains weather 
cycle turns dry—or even in some areas just 
returns to normal—what is going to hap- 
pen to the millions of acres of thin and 
sandy land that has been exposed to the 
wind? 

There is a brighter side of the picture, 
which I have saved for the last. Many 
farmers on the plains have refused to take 
part in this, butchery of a grass empire, 
no matter what the price of wheat, be- 
cause they know their grasslands to be an 
integral part of a balanced, drouth-resis- 
tant type of agriculture. 

Altogether, such farmers have reseeded 
nearly 2,000,000 acres of formerly cultivated 
land back to grass, have built more than 
4300 dams and ponds, have put more than 
12,000,000 acres of range land under im- 


proved management and have planted more 


than 285,000 acres of trees as windbreaks. 


These are the kind of farmers who plan 
to remain on the plains, come thick or thin 
years. They—and not the in-and-out sod- 
busters—are*the true hope for a stable and 
prosperous Great Plains of the future.

On first principles, the U.S.A. and the 

U.S. S. R. are irreconcilable, according to this 

Oxford University philosopher's analysis. 

Americans believe the state exists only to 

serve individuals. In the Russian state, 

individuals are only important as the cells 
are to a human body. 

To establish this thesis, Mr. Weldon has 
to knock out a dogmatic pretension. “Rus- 
sia,” he concludes a recital of evidence, “is 
not a Marxist state and has no intention of 
becoming one.” Its purpose is not a work- 
ers’ international but “the economic a 
ress and security of the Russian Empir

Marxism went out, he thinks, when the 
Trotzky faction was outlawed. Lenin and 
Stalin won because they were political real- 
ists. “The Russian worker very sensibly 
took little or no interest in the wants of 
a distant and abstract international prole- 
tariat, but he was prepared, as he always 
had been, to endure a life of hardship on 
the instruction of his accepted rulers. . 

It was Russian stubbornness, not foreign 

intervention and class enemies, that com- 

pelled the reversion from militant Commu- 
nism to slightly modified czarist political 
theory,” 

This hypothesis plausibly explains the 
bigarre spectacle of defendants eagerly con- 
fessing their guilt at the purge trials. In the 
West, “opposition to the state, if it takes 
certain clearly specified forma, is a crime.” 
In Russia “it is always a sin, and the ac- 
cused as well as the accusers recognize it 
as a sin.... People who live in and accept 
a god-state are as liable as any other types 
of religious enthusiast to be overwhelmed 
by a consciousness of sin.” 

Then is a holy war between the East and 
West inevitable? War is likely, Mr. Wel- 
don fears, as long as the contestants insist 
on ideological aggression. Americans, he 
contends, are too eager to export democ- 
racy to peoples who simply cannot under- 
stand it, let alone want it. Even by force, 
we have not removed the German hunger 
for a god-state: What hope is there of con- 
verting the Russians? Or they of convert- 
ing us?

„The dutlook is rather bleak,” Mr. Wel- 
don confesses. “But itis by no means hope- 
less. No compromise in principle was 
— between . the Church of Rome 
and. , . the Protestant Reformation. .

Is America Gunning 


for British Socialism? 


T an inevitable decision. 
it should not have been made at 


LONDON. 


HE decision of Chancellor of the Exchequer Hugh Dalton to 
suspend universal convertibility of the pound into dollars was 
The only question it raised is whether 


the time of his speech in the eco- 


nomie debate just before Parliament rose. 


It is a decision that arises out 


of several circumstances. Partly 


it was due to American insist- 
ence on multilateral trading in a 


world which is far too much out 
of economic bal- — 

ance for that to „„ 
de possible. 

The United 
States cannot at 
"once have half 
the productive 
capacity in the 
world and at the 
same time pro- 
tect its own in- 
dustries against 
imports from .. 
abroad. It can- mn 
not expect Great Hugh Dalton 
Britain or all a 
the belligerent countries to de 
tied down to inexorable converti- 
bility while all the others are 
partly or wholly protected against 
its difficult consequences. 

It was due partly also to the 
fact that those who negotiated the 
United States loan expected eco- 
nomic recovery from the effects 
of the war to be far swifter than 
it has turned out to be. 


Coal Is the Key. 


The effect of the convertibility 
decision, first on this country and 
later, I fear, on most of the world 
with the one possible exception 
of Switzerland, is bound to be 
very grave. 

It means lower standards of life 
ali around. It means a drive to 
hard work, especially in indus- 
tries working for export, of heavy 
proportions. I suspect that it will 
mean a body of decisions on the 
use of manpower which, however 
much one may dislike them, will 
be impossible to avoid. 

But as Mr. Dalton said, it 
means above everything concen- 
tration on the production of more 
coal as the central key to all our 
problems; I do not think Britain 
can reach a point of economic 
safety until it is in a position to 
export from 40,000,000 to 50,000,- 
000 tons every year. 


Up to the Miners. 


It is now a simple truism that 
a nationalized mining industry is 
the- factor which determines 
‘whether socialism in Britain lives 
or dies. It may even determine 
whether we can maintain the 
deep and cherished. tradition of 
constitutional government in this 
country.

Ideological Purpose.

terms of a Labor victory in 1946. 

It is of the utmost importance 
for all of us to realize that all the 
financial aid given by America 
since that time has been given 
on unmistakable ideological 
grounds, ' 

Everyone will remember that 
when Gen. George C. Marshall 
failed to terminate the civil war 
in China he reported to President 
Truman that equal blame rested 
on both parties. But despite this, 
America has continued to assist 
Chiang Kai-shek and the reaction- 
ary forces behind him. 


Clash of Forces. 


Our own experience of the 
American demand, upon fusion of 
the two zones in Germany, that 
we should postpone for five years 
our decision to socialize the heavy 
industries of the Ruhr is only one 
more effort in the same direction. 
“We must,” said Mr. Attlee in a 
famous speech, “plan our civiliza- 
tion or perish.” 

But it is a basic axiom of Amer- 
ican international policy that 
those who decide to plan must 
accept the necessity of relying on 
their own resources. 


We are therefore bound to rely 
on ourselves, There is no remedy 
for our situation except an expan- 
sion of our productive power. It 
must expand quickly; and it is no 
use blinking the fact that it will 
mean considerable sacrificing if 
it is to expand quickly. What is 
at stake is not only’ our economic 
independence, but our political 
freedom as well. For it is useless 
for a general election to lead to 
one choice if external forces 


then compel us to make another.

The Row Over German Industry |

OO often in working out American foreign policy, the right hand 
does not know what the left hand is doing. That happened with 
respect to Germany, and the consequences for a time looked so 


serious that everything we are trying to do here might have gone 
for nothing. Gen. Lucius D. Clay, American Military Governor, felt 
that the ground was being cut out from under him, and a rumor of 


his resignation was current. 


Fortunately, the London con- 
ference on the level of German 
industry seems to have gone 
more smoothly than anyone ex- 
pected, and 
therefore the 
oniy harmful 
result of the 
situation. may 
be delay. 

This is what 
happened. In 
March of 1946, 
representa- 
tives of the Big 
Four on the 
Allied Control 
Council in Ber- 
lin reached an’ Ernest Bevin 
agreement on 
the level of German industry. It 
was based on the language of the 
Potsdam Declaration, which said 
that the occupying powers were 
to help the Germans “prepare for 
the eventual reconstruction of 
their life on a democratic and 
peaceful basis.” 


Gen. Clay at Moscow. 


The Four-Power agreement pro- 
vided that German steel produc- 
tion in any one year would not 
be more than 5,800,000 tons, with 
total capacity at 7,500,000 tons. 
The agreement meant cutting 
German production back approxi- 
mately to the level of the de- 
pression year of 1933. Excess 
plants and machinery were to go 
as reparations. 

Supposedly, under the agree- 
ment, there would be an exchange 
of goods between the four zones. 
' Germany would be a single eco- 

nomic unit. 

It did not work that way. An 
unexpected burden was foisted on 
the United States and British 
zones. Hundreds of thousands of 
Germans moved in from the 
Soviet zone, hoping for a better 

break. 

With great difficulty the aver- 
age level of diet was kept at 
1100 to 1500 calories a day, and 
last winter it fell below even that 
subsistence minimum. This was 
true although more than $600,000,- 
000 of supplies were being shipped 
in from outside, mostly from the 
United States of America. 

Both British and American of- 
ficials in Germany were in agree- 
ment that the level of industry 
would have to be raised. 

Clay was invited by Secretary 
of State George C. Marshall to 
attend the conference of Foreign 
Ministers in Moscow last March. 
There he had special long con- 
ferences with Marshall and British 


Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin. 
They ordered him finally to go 
ahead and, in co-operation with 


the British Military Government, 
to work out a new level for in- 
dustry in the British-United States 
zones. 


1. vel of 1936. 


That plan was completed on 
July 16. Into it had gone weeks 
of patient work. It provided that 
sufficient industry would be re- 
tained in the two zones so that 
German production would be ap- 
proximately at the level of 1936, 
which was neither a boom year 
nor a depression year. This level 
would represent a reduction of 55 
to 60 per cent under the wartime 
year of 1944. 

To maintain an essential diet, it 
was estimated under the plan, 
$1,000,000,000 to $1,250,000,000 in 
food would have to be imported. 
This would not include luxuries 
such as coffee, tea and tobacco. 
A total of about $2,000,000,000 in 
goods would have to come from 
outside. The cost would be met 
by exports out of the area which 
in 1936, ‘measured by present 
prices, were werth $1,750,000,000. 
Steel capacity would be eh to 
10,700,000 tons. The incre in 
some products, such as machine 
tools, would be very much greater. 


A French Protest. 


This was the plan Clay and the 
British put together, Before any- 
thing could be done about it, the 
French protested violently. 

Then Clay learned that a 
French-United States-British con- 
ference was to be held in London 
to pass on the whole question. 
That would mean certainly a de- 
lay. It might mean that the whole 
plan was out the window. 

Faced with another winter and 
40,000,000 hungry . 
seemed to Clay at that time that 
his position was intolerable. Re- 
sponsibility without power, or with 
a conflict of powers, adds up to 
stalemate and defeat. But Clay is 
not the type to take defeat.

3 MORE PENICILLIN 
TYPES FOUND; TOTAL 
OF 11 DISCOVERED 


NEW YORK, Aug. 29 (UP)— 
Discovery of three new types of 
penicillin was announced today, 
marking another step in the quest 
of science to develop a still better 
“wonder drug.” 4 

The new development was dis- 
closed by Drs, Walter A. Winsten 
and Arthur H. Spark in the mag- 
azine Science, official publication 
of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science. 

Their contribution brings the 
total number of types of penicil- 
lin to 11, although only one, G- 
penicillin, is now being used gen- 
erally. Some scientists believe 
there may be dozens of undis- 
covered types of this drug and 
that one day a type many times 
more powerful than G-penicillin, 
will be found. The new penicil- 
lins, reported today, have not yet 
been characterized chemically. 
They are known only as 8-1, 8-2 
and 8-3.

U.S. BUREAU ACCEPTS

LAWS OF 2 MORE STATES 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29 (AP). 


HE Bureau of Internal 

Revenue said yesterday it 

had accepted community 
property laws recently passed 
by Pennsylvania and Nebraska 
as enabling married couples in 
those states to save money on 
federal income tax. 

Thirteen states and Hawaii 
now have received such an in- 
terpretation of similar statutes, 
which mean tax savings for 
couples that divide their in- 
come to gain the benefit of 
lower tax percentages.

effect next Monday, the Ne- 
braska law Sept. 6. 
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WASHINGTON, Aug. 29 (UP)— 
The Army last month rejected 
half the men who answered its 
loud calls for enlistments, It re- 
jected only 88 per cent last win- 
ter. 

In disclosing the figures, Army 
officials conceded today that the 
increased rejection rate might be 
caused, in part, by the Army’s 
“tougher” intelligence test. The 
“passing score“ was boosted at 
the beginning of the year. 

Last winter 22 out of every 100 
prospective volunteers failed to 
pass the test. Last month 35 out 
of every 100 flunked it. 

“But it’s still an easy test,” per- 
sonnel officials insisted. “Tt 
would just be wasti the tax- 
payers’ money to enlist anyone 
who can’t pass it.” 

The percentage of rejections for 
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physical and moral reasons has 
remained virtually unchanged, | 
Last month 10.5 per cent of the 
men who wanted to enlist were 
rejected for physical reasons, as 
compared with 11.4 per cent last 
winter. 3 5 
The Army is under strength by 
80,000 men, but top procurement 
officers said flatly it has no in- 
tention of lowering enlistment 
standards. 

"The last time it did it got 
nothing but trouble, they ex- 
plained. From October 1945 to 
March 1946, Army enlistments 
were thrown open to almost any- 
one but idiots,” one official said. 
“We ended up having to kick out 
of the Army about 50,000 “meat- 
heads” and “dullards” who slipped 
in while the bars were down.”

Thin Man Swan Song 
SONG OF THE THIN MAN,” at LOEW'S STATE 
THEATER, marks the sixth and probably the last appearance 
of William Powell and Myrna Loy as those engaging Dashiell 
Hammett characters, Nick and Nora Charles. We say this 
3 regretfully, but it's high time the series was 
dropped. 

Bill and Myrna still are as deftly amusing 
as ever. Powell can raise an eyebrow or 
shrug a shoulder, and Myrna can flutter her 
eyelids and get that little quirky smile on her 
lips, both to point a line and make it seem 
cleverer than it is. The domestic part of this 

story, centering about Nick Jr. and Asta, the pup, is still ami- 
able. Nick saunters leisurely through his private detective rou- 
tine without becoming very serious about it, and there is some 
good color background of swing musicians in jam sessions, But 
the script writers have run clean out of plot ideas. 

As a detective tale, this “Thin Man” is grade C. It's full 
of cliches and false scents, has no suspense, and manages to 
be quite confusing to no logical end. For instance, there's a 
lot of to-do about an antique pistol having been used in the 
case in point, the murder of a band leader on a gambling ship, 
when the audience already saw the weapon as it fired the shot 
through a crack in a door, and noted it was a modern revolver. 
Nick Charles, who has to sneak on board the ship to look for 
clues at first, is later able to swing so much weight with the 
police he gets them to reopen the gambling ship just so he can 
pull the old gag of assembling all the suspects in one room. 
We think the real Nick Charles would have turned in his badge 
rather than go along on that one. And the ending, in which a 
wife is allowed to pump her husband full of bullets while a 
score of armed New York police look on and make not the 
slightest move to interfere, and Nick merely observes it with 
a feeble wisecrack, is so fantastic it puts the picture in the 
silly class.

Care of the Piano, 

ERE we take up the dual per-

piano sits all alone, it’s a piece 
of furniture. The minute someone 
sits down to it, it becomes a mus- 
ical instrument and this tends to 
confuse people.

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Doctors Think Trend Likely Caused by Search for "Security, Fulfillment"

NEW YORK, Aug. 29. 

N increasing number of wom- 
Ac 35 or older are overcoming 

the psychological fears of 
childbearing in middle age and 
are undertaking motherhood for 
the first time, five prominenf ob- 
stetricians agreed last week and 
the doctors gave this trend their 
hearty approval. 

A more general knowledge of 
advances in obstetrics is not be- 
hind this situation, however, they 
felt. Three of the doctors suggest- 
ed that the reason might be the 
women’s search for emotional se- 
curity and fulfillment, perhaps as 
1 aftermath of war-time upheav- 
als. 

While the obstetricians admit- 
ted a greater use of surgery ir 
births when older women are in 
volved, they agreed that the ele 
ment of risk has been tremen 
dously reduced through the use of 
chemo-therapeutic aids, such as 
6 08 and sulfathiazole. — 

Dr. Gordon Douglas, attend- 
ing „ and gynecologist 
at Lying-in Hospital here, said 
that a recent study of 30,880 
women in childbirth revealed that 
of the 850 in the 35 years-and- 
over group, 13.3 per cent were de- 
livered by Caesarian section. For 


the entire group, 2.9 per cent had 


Caesarians. Nevertheless, Dr. 
Douglas, an associate professor of 
clinical obstetrics and gynecology 
at Cornell University College of 
Medicine, said that he had given 
the “go-ahead” signal to women 
as old as 45 who were eager to 
have a first child. 

Dr. George L. Bowen, attending 
gynecologist and obstetrician at 
Lenox Hill Hospital, advised a 
medical examination as a prelimi- 
nary to pregnancy. “The doctor 
who is going to be in charge,” hy 
said, “might as well see to it tha’ 
the patient is in the best of healt! 
beforehand. It makes the task 
ahead all the easier.” 

Dr. Bowen felt that older wom- 
en, before they decide on mother- 
hood, o nt to consider the ad- 
vantages and disadvantages to 
the child of elderly parents, 


“When a woman is 45 when her 
first child is born,” he said, “she 
is old by the time the child is

Walter Damrosch. ‘But only this 
summer have I had time really to 
read it. I realize that it may be 
of interest to only a limited num- 
ber of people, and yet there are 
people all over this country who 
owe a debt of gratitude to Walter 
Damrosch for the music which he 
has given us. This book gives you 
a glimpse of his family life from 
the point of view of one of his 
children. 

To be sure, the life described is 
largely the life of the children in 
a very restricted group in New 
York, but parents ahd children 
were all of them personalities and 
they did not stay within one pat- 
tern. Since, in gy youth, I de- 
longed tp somewhat the same pat- 
tern, I chuckled over the dancing 
classes, the crush on William 
Faversham, and the story of the 
day when Faderewski came to 
lunch and Madame Paderewski 
made him eat poached eggs in- 
stead of all the delicacies provided 
for him. 

This reminded me of, many a 
time in my own experience when 
great preparations were made for 
particular people who would 
have none of them! I could al- 
most match it with one occasion 
in the White House when, after 
we had made considerable prepa- 
ration for a guest of honor, he 
explained that as an artist he 
could not possibly eat anything 


before his concert — that food 
would have to be prepared on his 
return and not before he played. 
It was not only food but also 
people, in that cage, who had to 
be changed arou d, but the 
artist was quite oblivious. 

There are some observations in 
Mrs. Figletter’s book which 1 
think all those who deal with 
artitts should take to heart. In 
talking of wives of great artists, 
she remarks: “An artist married 


to the woman who built up his 


ego and produced the sympathetic 
circle of admirers and patrons un- 
dobtedly made life pleasanter for 
her husband. But there was the 
opposite picture of the artist's 
wife who made enemies, and had 
taken to drink, and her husband 
was the bigger musician. He was 
big because somehow the daemon 
had entered his being and ruled 
him, besides which his wife, his 
children, the right atmosphere,

“Pecullar” People—Named After 
Cattle! 


ECULIAR is a word with wide 
Pramitications in the English 

language. We have it from 
the Latin peculium, meaning pri- 
vate property, or, in its origin, 
cattle! For it goes back to pecus, 
“cattle,” which also gives us 
pecuniary—from the days when 
cattle constituted money. 


We do not have to go back to 
the time when all men were no- 
mads, or to the early days of 
domesticating animals, when cat- 
tle were literally money, to under- 
stand this word as a synonym for 
private property, for that mean- 
ing holds good today. Also, it is 
logical that one’s private property 
should become _ interchangeable 
with property peculiar to one, and 
subsequently the extension of the 
term to éxceptional, even personal 
characteristics, as we use “pecu- 
liar” today. 


There is more to the history of 
this word, in its acquired sense. 
“Peculiar People“ named a re- 
ligious sect founded during the 
first half of the nineteenth century 
at Plumstead, England; its mem- 
bers were also called “Plumstead 
Peculiars.“ The Peculiars“ 


‘preached that santification is im- 


mediately obtainable by those de- 
siring it, and that prayer and faith 
are all-powerful in healing phy- 
sical . ills. 

The “Court of Peculiars” in 
England has jurisdiction over par- 
ishes dispersed through Canter- 
bury provinces which, though in 
the midst of other dioceses, are 


exempt from the ordinary juris- 
diction. 

Also, the name is applied in 
English canon law to a particular 
parish or church which has the 
probate of wills within itself, ex- 
empt from the ruling of the ordi- 
nary or bishop's court. 

A far cry from pecus, or cattle!

HE aversion of many fine 
T players to grand slam con- 

tracts is based on this reason- 
ing: They know that small slams 
can be brought home by a variety 
of maneuvers that amount to 
safety plays, but they also know 
that there is very little flexibility 
to the play at a grand slam. Ob- 
serve the application of this prin- 
ciple to a deal like today's:

The bidding: 


South Wet

West opened the heart ten, driv 
ing out the blank ace. Declarer 
now looked overithe hands care 
fully and discovered a method of 
play that was sure to achiece suc- 
cess. He led a trump to dummy, 
ruffed a heart, went back with a 
trump, ruffed another heart, then 
returned for the third time to 
ruff away dummy’s last heart. He 
then laid down his ace and queen 
of clubs, cheerfully giving up the 
opportunity to finesse. He did not 
care which defender took the club 
queen with the king, because if a 
diamond was returned, the finesse 
would be taken automatically for 
the declarer, whereas if the de- 
fender returned a club (or a heart 
if he still had one), declarer could 
discard a diamond from either 
hand while he was ruffing in the 
othér hand. 


In short, the six-spade contract 
was assured of success ty proper 
play. and as long as declarer 
avoided the pitfalls of finessing 
for the diamond queen and guess- 
ing wrong, or finessing the club. 
losing the trick, and getting a club 
return that would later force a 
diamond finesse. At a grand 
slam, however, even if the club 
king had been on side (which it 
was not) declarer would have 
been at the mercy of his own 
guessing ability in diamonds, since 
of course no throw-in play would 
be available. Thus, the difference 
between a small and a grand slam 
contract is actually, though paro- , 
doxically, more than one trick, 
since the lower contract permits 
the use of many plays that are not 
possible if all thirteen tricks must 
be taken.
